velopes from Washington, D. C., marked 
with the congressional frank of Con- 
gressman John J. Kindred of. Astoria, 
L. I. The envelopes are marked as con- 
taining a speech on “The Election of 
Senators,” delivered in the House of 
Representatives April 13, 1911. 
On opening the envelopes their recipi- 
ents have found a second inclosure, con- 
sisting of a six-page pamphlet much re- 
sembling a congressional pampmlet 1n 
size and in type used. It is a summary 
of a speech by Joseph J. Kindred, M 
D., of River Crest, L. I. The speech 
has to do wholly with medical matters. 
having not even a remote connection 
with the service of the Congc:essman in 
whose envelope it is distributed. It was 
delivered before the Electro-Theropeu- 
tics Association at Philadelphia last 
September. 
The speech is, in effect, an advertise- 
ment for the Rivercrest Sanitarium, kept 
at Rivercrest, Astoria, by Dr. J. J. Kin- 
dred. On the congressional envelope is 
stamped with a blue stencil, “If not de- 
livered return to Dr. J. J. Kindred, Riv- 
ercrest, Astoria, L. I.’’ 
At the Rivercrest Sanitarium it was 
declared this morning that John J. Kin- 
dred, M. C., who delivered the speech in 
Congress, and Joseph J. Kindred, M. D.., 
who delivered the speech on nervous and 
mental diseases and the Rivercrest 
method of healing them, are one and the 
Same person. 
At the Rivercrest Sanitarium it was 
known Kindred was known as “‘J. J.,”’ 
“John J.,”" “Joseph John” and sometimes 
“John Joseph.”’ 
A glance at the congressional enve- 
lope and its inclosures indicated that 
rearly all of these appellations had been 
used.

IN SANITY CASE 


Supreme Court Mandamus Writ 
Orders Judge McQuillen to 
Sign Bill of Exceptions. 














An alternative writ of mandamus was 
issued at Jefferson City Saturday by 
Chief Justice Valliant of the Supreme 
Court to compel Judge McQuillen of the 
St. Louls Circuit Court to sign a bill 
of exceptions in connection with an ap- 
peal of the case involving the question 
of the sanity of Clara M. Taylor. Judge 
McQuillen has been prohibited by an 
order of the St. Louis Court of Appeals 
from signing the bill of exceptions. The 
writ is made returnable to the Supreme 
Court March 1, when final action will be 
taken, 

Mrs, Taylor sued the Boliman Bros. 
Piano Co. for $10,000 on account of an 
injury to her eye alleged to have been 
caused when she was struck by some- 
thing thrown from the Bollman float in 
an industrial parade in 1908. The case 
was in Judge Shields’ court. It was 
continued to give the defendant time to 
have the sanity of the Plaintiff tested 
in the Probate Court. A jury there, by 
a majority vote, decided that the wom- 
an was insane. 

Judge Holtcamp: set aside the verdict 
on the ground that it was against the 
weight of the evidence. The Bollmans 
appealed to the Circuit Court. The 
plaintiff filed a motion to dismiss on 
the ground that an appeal could not 
be taken from the Probate Court to the 
Circuit Court. Judge McQuillen sus- 
tained the motion. The defendant asked 
for an appeal from McQuillen’s de- 
cision, but before it could be acted on 
the plaintiff obtained a writ from the 
Court of Appeals forbidding McQuillen 
to grant an appeal. This had the effect 
of preventing him from signing the 
bill of exceptions that was necessary 
if an appeal was taken. 

The defendant is now seeking to have 
the Supreme Court override the writ of 
the Court of Appeals.

Hector Dufranne, Not Mary Garden, 
Dominated Friday Night’s “Thais” 





Great Baritone Played and 
Sang the Piteous Role of 
Athanael With Over- 
whelming Emotional Ef- 
fectiveness—Garden’s Act- 
ing in the Namepart Was 
Superb, but She Was Vo- 
cally Deficient—Big Or- 
chestral Work.

ITH Mary Garden in the title role 

W of “Thais” as the vivid central 

figure of the night, the third an- 

nual engagement of the Metropolitan- 

Philadelphia-Chicago Opera Company 

opened at the Odeon on Friday evening 
in a quite brilliant fashion. 

Very much more satisfyingly than 
was the case at the Coliseum during 
the two earlier seasons did the Odeon 
auditorium present an picture 
worthy of an important city, and, also, 
the Massenet work was heard and seen 
to greater advantage. 

To my thinking, and with. due credit 
given to Miss Garden as perhaps the 
greatest actress in all the new school 
of music-drama, Hector Dufranne 
Athanael was last night’s real star of 
‘Thais.’’ This is because he both sings 
and plays the piteous role of the love- 
stricken -monk with consummate art. 
Doing 30, he meets fully the double de- 
mand of present-day opera. 

Mary Garden is an entirely satisfying 
Thais.only in the dramatic phase of her 
interpretation. Beautiful, and beautiful-

ly clothed in the rich garments of the 
luxurious courtesan of - ancient 
andria, she looks the part to the life. 

Brilliantly gay, and as brilliantly hard 
and heartless in the earlier moments of 
the “Thais” story, she accomplishes a 
marvelous emotional transformation 
when comes the time that the solemn 
rebuking and tense pleading of Athan- 
ael strike conviction to her soul and 
turn her from the things of the body to 
those of the spirit. 

Contemptuous and, at one or two 
instants, swayed by a fierce and sen- 
Siial rage, the ultimate softening 
and sweetening of her Thais from the 
aspect of a great wanton to that of 
an humble and repentant Magdalene 
is admirably pictured in the playing. 
She is truly great in. the tremendous 
scene with Athanael in her chamber. 
She is sincerly majestic in the serene 
holiness that stamps itself upon the 
"being of Thais when the shadow of 
death deepens her twilight hour of 
renunciation into the:darkness that 
leads-to eternal light. 

But the singing voice of Mary Gar- 


* den does not so adequately lend itself 


to the widely changing demand of 
the Thais role. It is competent for the 
earlier emotional utterances of the 
part, the utterances that reveal only 
the anima! side.of the nature of Thais. 
It seems incapable fully to express 
that higher side which is brought into 
existence by the conversion of Thais. 
The spiritual note is lacking in the 
Mary Garden voice. 

The absence of a sympathetic sur- 
render to this - spiritual essence, 
which ts all of immortality that ever 
becomes manifest_in our mortality, 
marks the limitation of the voice as 
a truly great singing organ for the 
completest utterances of human emo- 
tion. It is the voice's limitation, not 
the artist's. because Mary Garden, tn 
her playing of Thais, gives convincing 
proof of her absolute comprehension 
of the part. But, precisely to the ex- 
tent indicated, She fails in entirely 
realizing Thais on the music-drama 
stage. 

In marked contrast to this Thais of 
Mary Garden's finely dramatic and un- 
watisfying vocal presenting was the 
overwhelming Athanael sung and played 
by Hector Dufranne. 

Here we find a richly endowed bari- 
to:.. voice, thrilled to the utmost with 
the quality and power of poignant emo- 
tional utterance. Linked in congenial 
@ssociation with this priceless gift is 
a dramatic skill so true and so faith- 
fully fostered that no smaliest opportu- 
nity for legitimate effectiveness is lost. 
A study of Dufranne’s masterly meth- 
ods in the splendid strokes of art with 
which he gives a flesh-and-blood exist- 
ence to Athanael is in itself a rare de- 
light. 

But the average audience does not 
study an artist's method—it feels, alone, 
the completed result of his art's em- 
ployment. This is what came across 
the footlights to the brilliant gathering 
which filled the Odeon to the doors last 
night. I have never heard Dufranne’s 
great voice more competently exercised. 
i have never seen him more unresery-

edly yield himself to the dramatic ap- 
peal of any role of his playing. 

These two fine truths were in evi- 
dence from the moment of Athanael’s 
first entrance upon the scene of the 
Cenobite monks’ monaStic hut-village 
on the Nile, in the very opening of tHe 
first act, to his final cry of indescrib- 
able anguish at the feet of the dead 
Thais as the last curtain falls. They 
were most splendidly and vitally illus- 
trated in the gripping scene with Thais 
in the second act. 

Following this, as the drama of Mas- 
}senet’s opera moved inevitably toward | 
its tragic close, the human pitifulness 
of Athanael’s mortal for Thais 
made itself so throbbingly felt in the 
rext act, the halt at the oasis in the 
desert, where he kisses the travel-worn 
and bleeding feet of the repentant wan- 
ten, that it tugged at one’s heartstrings 
with an irresistible pathos. 

Thence onward to the denouement of 
the death of the grounds of 
the desert Convent of the White Sis- 
ters, the Athanael of Dufranne’s draw- 
ing undeniably stamped itself upon 
one’s mind as far and away the biggest 
achievement of the night. 

And always, in the keenest 
to the Dufranne achievement in 
acted drama, the Dufranne 
sounded the supreme note of the Atha- 
nael role, one of the most helplessly 
sorrowful in all the modern music- 
drama's new telling of ‘ancient trage- 
dies. It is a voice that seems limit- 
less in feeling. It is employed with a 
mastery of its possibilities which makes 
i: one of the voices that are not easily 
to be forgotten. 

The Nicias of Edmond Warnery’s pre- 
senting realized to the eye the reckless 
young patrician-profligate of the “Thais” 
story, and Mr. Warnery’s fairly good 
tenor was employed to advantage. Gus- 
tave Huberdeau as Palemon made a 
reasonably capable use-of slight oppor- 
tunities. Others in the cast, Constantin 
Nicolay, Marie Cavan and Giuseppina 
Giaconia, acquitted. themselves credit- 
ably. 

The orchestra under Cleofonte Cam- 
panini’s conductorship was an unfailing 
delight. First Violinist Leopold Kra- 
mer’s playing of the “‘Meditation Re- 
ligieuse’ betwe®n the first and second 
scenes in the second act Was so ex- 
quisite in artistry that long-continued 
applause compelled an encore.

GRANVILLE BARKER'S PLAYS, 
RANVILLE BARKER is one of 
(5 the English band who, having 
learned the trick from G, Ber- 
nard Shaw, are writing plays without 
thought of the theatrical syndicates’ re- 
strictions. »In ‘‘Madras House” he has 
succeeded admirably, making a drama 
that is eminently actable in the main 
and delightfully readable. The person- 
age about whom the action swings, Con- 
Stantine Madras, is a creation; an -uni- 
que personality. He wins success as 
an artist dressmaker in London, then, 
having established a house whicn brings 
in much money, becomes nauseated by 
the pressure of femininity, by its de- 
mands for sex expression—its flaunting 
of charms and its allurements. He 
flees to the Far East where the only 
women one need see are those of one’s 
own harem and where no gentleman 
ever ‘talks about. women—his own or 
any other. Madras returns to London 
where his son and brother-in-law are 
negotiating the sale of the London busi- 
ness to an American. The latter is a 
curious caricature, illustrating the dif- 
ficulty a dramatist faces in handling any 
other nationality than his own. 

A marvelously good scene is in the 
model room of the. Madras House at the 
close of the negotiations. A lot of 
French women in latest gowns are pa- 
raded by the Paris buyer for the de- 
lectation of his employers. Never was 
seen a better device for showing beau- 
tiful gowns on the stage or a better 
emphasis on the sex hysteria of which 
Constantine Madras complains. The 
poor first act and the bad last act of 
this play should not prevent its pro- 
duction for these defects might be 
amended. 

In ‘‘Waste’’ Mr. Barker has adopted 
a familiar device of the British novelist, 
he has ruined England’s greatest states- 
man. Mrs. Humphrey Ward ruined sev- 
eral of England’s greatest statesmen. 
Anthony Hope Hawkins, E. Phillips 
Oppenheim, John Salsworthy and H. 
G. Wells have worked this device,’ the 
historical basis of which are Sir Charles 
Dilke’s fall and the abatement of Charles 
Stewart Parnell’s influence when 
his entanglement with Kitty O’Shea be- 
came public. Mr. Barker's statesman 
has gone over to the Tories from the 
Liberals because he sees a chance for 
carrying a disestablishment of the 
church bill. The elections have been 
carried and a cabinet tentatively formed 
on his program when Ann O'Sullivan, a 
pretty, light woman whom he has most 
casually embraced dies of malpractice. 
Petty men in the tentative cabinet re- 
fuse to serve with the smirched states- 
man and he kills himself. The move- 
ment of this drama is not 60 vivid as 
“Madras House,” indeed it is frequently 
overburdened with talk; but there are 
fine moments and a :trong appeal lies 
in the smirched statesman’s awakened 
sense of defeated fatherhood. 

“The marrying of Ann Leete” is 
traceable to the influence of Thomas 
Hardy. It is unnecessarily given 18th 
century tags, but its atmosphere is 
late 19th, save in a few moments. Car- 
naby Leete is an ‘over-civilized, con- 
scienceless, punctillous son of a baronet 


who refuses to die out of his way. His 


aughter, Ann, is the best intellect in 
a cainaas family. Having been pawed 
over by a neighboring lord, who comes 
around to the notion of marrying her, 
she proposes to and marries her father’s 
gardener. She says to him when they are 
alone in their cottage: “Think of me 
¢ *¢ ¢ not as a wife * * * but as the 
mother of your children ee © if it be 
so. We've all been in too great a 
hurry getting civilised. False dawn. 
I mean to go back. I was afraid to 
live * * * and now * ** TI am content.’ 
“The Voysey Inheritance” is a librarv 
play on this theme: A trustee of es- 
tates steals from trust funds to give 
his family all its wants. Toward the 
end of his life he explains his system 
of juggling. which has warded off dis- 
covery to his son, who is his 
partner and jeaves him the inheritance 
of disentangling the knotted skein. This 
son is the only member of the family 
possessed of a living conscience, yet, 
though he tries to revolt, the family 
is strong enough to force him into the 
path his father trod. A truly remarka- 
ble conception and handled in a work-|

S$ the fourteenth of his books on 
A the psychological mysteries of 
every day habits, Horatio W. 
Dresser, Ph. D. (Harvard), has just 
published ‘‘Human Efficiency, a Psycho- 
logical Study of Modern Problems.” It 
is intended to add all that is necessary 


by Frederick W. Taylor, explaining the 
science of efficiency as proposed fur the 
business of such ‘“‘systems’’ as the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation. In this 
connection, education through pyschol- 
ogy may suggest to some who are not 
yet trained in the psychological metiiods 
of modern economies, the story of the 
near-sighted German professor who en- 
joyed the advantage of scientific sys- 
tem in vision through three pairs of 
glasses, his near-sighted reading glasses, 
his far-sighted walking glasses and his 
extra pair for finding the others when 
lost. The ultimate effect of the hi: .- 
est possible advantages of intellectual 
apparatus and psychological systems has 
been prophecied in the Parable of the 
Puzzled Centipede. It will be remem- 
bered, no doubt, that ‘‘The centipede 
was happy quite Until the frog for fun 
Said: Pray which leg comes after which? 
Which wrought him up to such a pitch, 
He lay distracted in a ditch, Considering 
how to run.” 

This was no doubt intended as a sug- 
gestion of results when, with the scien- 
tific apparatus 6f ‘“‘médern efficiency 
and economy” multiplie@ in ‘“‘Big Busi- 
ness’’ until two or three additional sys- 
tems must be mastered to understand 
the first, straight-forward men_ with 
common sense and common honesty will 
demonstrate that efficiency means start- 
ing straight ahead to do the right thing 
and keeping straight at it. Until this 
time comes, Dr. Dresser is one of the 
most interesting guides anyone can 
have in the mysteries of psycholegy. He 
is unconvinced that the greatest possi- 
ble amount of work ought to be ex- 
tracted scientifically from everyhody tin 
the shortest possible time. He 'nojiifie¢ 
this by considering ‘‘moral efficiency,” 
under which we are psychologically 
bound to love those whose assets we are 
aiming to acquire in due course of 
scientific system. There is still seme 
vagueness surrounding the question of 
how far psychology may modify our 
scientific efficiency so as to leave a2 cer- 
tain or uncertain percentage of their as- 
sets to those we consider fondly in the 
light of our favorite subjects for benev- 
olent assimilation. This is probably the 
fault of Mr. Taylor, who has not yet 
reduced that aspect of efficiency te 
mathematics. In his own field of psy- 
chology, Dr. Dresser is one of the most 
interesting writers of the day. He pre-

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other until a first reading of the book is 
likely to convince anyone that every- 
thing he thought he knew about, in- 
cluding the Ten Commandments, is still 
full of the absorbing interest of uncer- 
tainty.

i¢ HAT Tolstoy Taught,” 

W Bolton Hall, is a. book 
great value to those who wish 
to understand the meaning of the life 
of Tolstoy, as the only man produced 
by the unsettled spirit of the nineteenth 
century whom the twentieth is likely 
to rank with Victor Hugo in power of 
determination. Hall gives in this book 
a better view of the development of Tol- 
stoy’s ideas than can be had in any 
other single, work. He shows Tolstoy 
changing his views at different periods 
of his life and developing until finally 
he rested the whole of his ‘‘Philosophy 
of the Conduct of Life’ on the assertion 


| 





that the Christianity of the Gospels is 
a religion which can be actually prac- 
ticed and that it ought to be done. Re- 
gardless of Dean Swift’s concession that! 
the first experiment should be in a 
merly decent imitation, which would not 
revolutionize Church and State, Hall 
makes Tolstoy’s flat assertion of the 
actual practicability of Christianity the 
keystone of the Tolstoy arch. As a 
copy of the Gospels can be had for not 
over 25 cents, those who use Hall's in- 
troduction to Tolstoy’s theory may be- 
gin the “crucial experiment’ of prac- 
tice at once, instead of stopping td crit-| 
cize either Hall or Tolstoy. 

As the theories of art and criticism 
Tolstoy represented are also summed, 
the limitations of his titanic but primi- 
tive mind are clearly revealed. In his 
sweeping attack on Shakspeare, he made | 
the tragedy of Lear a special object of 
criticisms. He was living the tragedy 
while attacking it, as he showed when, 
after surrendering everything which 
gives self-possession its base, he wan- 
dered out into ‘‘the world-storm” to die. 
As this summary of his work invites | 
comparison of his mind with that of: 
Hugo as a genius, determined to lib- 
@rate his fellows at any cost to himself, 
Tolstoy’s strength is as great as Hugo’s. | 
He is perhaps even more a Titan at 
everything except in his childlike con- 
viction of his own greatness. In that 
no one could surpass Hugo, but Hugo 
was a Frenchman and great artist. 
Tolstoy was a Russian who refused to 
be a great artist because he would not 
be anything but a Russian. (Huebsch.)
